This invention relates to protective 
garment for animal pets, such as dogs, 
has for itd object the provision of a 
washable cloak or cape which is adapted 
10 to cover the fore part of the animal's 
body and is provided with fastening* 
means which cannot readily come tindone 
and which therefore guards against 
accidental loss of the graxment from the 
15 animal. 

In accordance v/ith the invention there 
is provided a cloak or cape of substantially 
elongated bee-hive shape having a head 
opening at the naiTow end -^rhich is 
20 encircled by a neck band of suitable 
depth. In the underside of the cloak, 
!below the neck band, are two apertures 
throxi^h which the animal's fore limbs 
pass. These ' apertures are preferably 
25 formed with flap or flange-like pieces of 
crescent shape at tlie ends of said aper- 
tures remote from the neck band, these 
pieces ibeing adapted to be accommodated 
close up to the animal's body at the ton 
30 of the forelimhs. ^ 
An opening is formed on the upper side 
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of tlie cloak (in line with the animal's- 
backbone), which is adapted to he iriain- 
tained closed by suitable fastening means, 
such as a fastener employing a sliding 
clasx) (that is, one of the kind wherein 
interengaging hooked strips along 
opposite edges of the back oponinft- are 
Ibrought into engagement by a sliding 
clasp j. The lower edge of the cloak ter- 
minates just in front of the hind legs. 

In a modifled form of the invention the 
lower edge of the cloak is gapped on the 
underside so that the rear upper part of 
said cloak covers the animal's haunches, 
the hind le^s moving freely within the 
gap aforesaid. If desired, the main 
opening may be provided in the under, 
instead of in the upper side, or in any 
other suitable position. 

The cloak is made of any suitable water- 
X^roofed fabric or the equivalent, sucli as 
rubber.

This invention relates to a protective 
garment for animal pets, such as dogs, 
and has for its object the provision of a 
washable cloak or cape which is adapted 
65 to cover the fore part of the animal's 
body and is provided wuth fastening 
means which cannot readily come undone 
and which therefore guards against 
acci dental loss of the gaament from the 



animal. 

With, the above object in view, the 
invention, consists of a slip-on waskable 
cloak or cape adapted to cover the fore 
part of the animal's ibody whilst leaving 
tHe Jimd part free, a longitudinal open- 
ing extending from the front end of the 
cloak or cape to the rear end thereof and 
fastening means of the slidaible clasp type 
for maintaining said cloak, or cape 
securely closed around the animal's 
body. 

An embodiment of the invention is 
shown in the accompanying sheet of draw- 
ings, wherein v — 

Figure 1 is a view illustrative of the-
